PROGRAM EXPECTED TO INCLUDE EXTENSION OF HIGHLY SUCCESSFUL 
DOMESTIC POLLUTION CONTROL TECHNOLOGY SEMINARS; CONSULTA- 
TION ON POLICY, ENFORCEMENT AND ORGANIZATIONAL CONSIDERA- 
TIONS; AND LONGER TERM RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS 
OF MUTUAL INTEREST. SUSTAINED 3-5 YEAR EFFORT IS ANTICI-

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POLLUTION CONTROL AND ABATEMENT FACILITIES. 

3. EPA OFFICIALS, HERBERT B. QUINN, OFFICE OF INTERNATIONAL

TRANSFER PROGRAM. PLANNING TO VISIT MADRID DURING PERIOD

5. PRELIMINARY ASSESSMENT INDICATES POSSIBLE MUTUAL INTEREST 
IN INDUSTRIAL CONTROLS FOR METAL FINISHING, POULTRY, FRUITS 
AND VEGETABLE PROCESSING, AND COASTAL POLLUTION BY INDUSTRY 
AND MUNICIPALITY. SELECTION OF PRIORITY SUBJECTS EXPECTED 

TO EVOLVE FROM TEAM DISCUSSIONS. 

6. EPA TEAM WILL SEEK APPOINTMENTS WITH APPROPRIATE GOS

8. EPA HOPES THIS TECHNOLOGY TRANSFER PILOT EFFORT WILL

DEVELOPMENT. WOULD WELCOME GENERAL OR SPECIFIC RECOMMENDA- 
TIONS RE APPOINTMENTS FOR EPA TEAM. WOULD ALSO APPRECIATE 
EMBASSY RECOMMENDATION RE POSSIBLE SPANISH COUNTERPART 
ORGANIZATION OR AGENCY TO WORK WITH EPA ON PROJECT.
